Guidelines 


1; Purnose, This memorandum pro- 
vides guidelines to Federal departments, 
agenecics, and establisiimeiuts for pre. 
paring ectalled envira mmeatal stule- 
ments on proporsus for | don and 
other major Federal actions sic:nideantly 
affecting the quality of the hu:nan ene 
vironment as required ty scetion 102¢2 
(G) of the Nutional buvirenmental Pole 
fey Act (Public Law Git-fud) Chereafter 
“the Act"). Underlsing ee preparation 
of such environmental siatcmenis is the 
‘Mandate of buf the Ach. anu exceutive 
Order 11514 (35 TR, 4247) of Biarch 4, 
1978, that ell Federal ayenucies, to the 
fullest extent possible, dircer their toli- 
tiles. plans and prezrams fo as to meet 
national environmental goals. The ob- 
Sective of section 10005) (C» of the Act 
and of these puitelines is to build into 
the arenes decision making process an 
appronriate end careful ectistierntion of 
the environmental aspects of prapesed 
action and to assist agencies in impc- 
menting act onty the letter, bué the 
smirit, of the Act. This memovrendum also 
provides ¢ m uidanee on implunentation of 
section 309 of the Cloan Air Act, as 
amended 942 ULS.0.
